IS Portuguele’ Majefty has been very 


dangeroufly ill.fome days paft; and 
the Remedys ‘adminiftred to him by his 
own Phyficians doing him little Good ; 
: the Prince of Lichtenftan’s Phyfician 
prefcrib’d him a ‘certain: Potion, that not only 
ave him prefent Eafe, but has put him into a 
Fopeful way of Recovery.» The King of Spain has 
vifited his Majefty daily during his Indifpoficion, and 
once happening to come in.his Coach by St. Paul's 
Church ‘as the Hoft was bringing out to be carried 
to the Palace to his Portuguefe Majefty, he alighted 
and follow’d it on Foot with a Wax Taper in his 
Hand: Which Action is much applauded by the Po- 
ulace. Leaft the Enemy, who are in Motion on our 
rontiers, fhould be encoutag’d by the. News of.the 
King’s Sicknefs to make any psn ai us, all the 
Officers have been order’d to repair forth 
refpective Pofts ; and directions are given for fome 
Englith Troops to march towards Olivenza, in order, 
if occafion be, to the forming of a fufficient Body to 
make Head againft the Enemy. Store of Provifions 
is fent towel the Frontiers, for the Subfiftance of 
the Troops. 2 of the Tranfport Ships that were fent 


with the Succours to Gibraltar, but meetingthe 


French Squadron by the way, feparated from the reft 
and came back hither with the Roebuck Man of War, 


- brought back with them 6 Companies of Dutch and 


3 of Englifh; And to day Advice came to Court,that 
2 Englith Ships of War areatriv’d on the Coaft of Al- 
gatve, being fent from Gibraltar to fetch the Portu- 
ueze Succours frém thence. Thofe. 2 Ships bring 
dvice, that of the Fleet that fail’d out of our River 
the roth of Jaft Month, with . the Succours, 9 Tranf- 
ports and 1 Man of War arriv’d in the Bay of Gibral- 
tar the 18th, and 8 Tranfports the 2oth. The Green- 
wich Man of War is put into Faro; and 3 Tranf- 
ports were taken by the Enemy and carried into Ca- 
diz. So that now we know what is become of every 
Ship of the Fleet we have mention'd. ..

* the Coaft of Barbary ; when an Englifh Man of War, 


* a {mall Brigate, anda Pink, joyn’d the Fleet,and ha- 
* ying fpoken with the Vice-Admiral, he immediately 


«bore away for Gibrakar: Then we luff’d a little 
¢ to Windward and hor a-head of the Fleet ; wefaw 
¢ in the Bay of Gibraltar feveral Ships with Englifh 
* Colours our, being thofe thar had brought the ex- 
pected Succours ; and’ having likewife feen the En- 
« glith and Durch Squadron win into the Bay, we 
* purfued our Voyage, came through the Streights 
¢ that Evening, and mecting none of the Enemy’s 
Ships, came fafe into the Tagus the 29th. ay 
Toledo, Jan.'9. The Baron de Pointis has writtén 
from Cadix to the Confulate of Seville, to acquaint 


‘them, that fome Ships of War of his Squadron aie 


appointed to convoy the Galleons to the Weft-Indies; 
and that it was his Catholick Majefty’s Pleafire they 
fhould fail the of February, Wind permitting, 
whether they were laden full or not.
